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How to Pick’em for Meat-type 


by R. Alan Williams 


Director of Livestock Research & 
Development for Protein Blenders 


Brrepine, Feeding, 
Management—these are the three guide- 
posts to profitable hog production. An 
intelligent blending of these three fac- 
tors spells success for breeders and com- 
mercial hogmen alike. 

In selection for breeding purposes, 
the three basic fundamentals are Jitter 
size, growthiness (feed conversion) and 
meatiness. Accurate tools are now avail- 
able to you. Prospective buyers, whether 
purebred or commercial hog men, now 
have evidence of what kind of heredity 
they are buying. They can translate 
that interest into hundreds of dollars 
for a boar with a performance record. 

In appraising hogs in the show- 
ring, the utility value of that animal 
is uppermost in the judge’s mind. In a 
class of market hogs, I look for the 
heavy-muscled barrows that are correct 
in their finish. They should be firm, 
trim, well-balanced, with adequate 
length and development in the ham, loin 
and shoulder cuts. They should be bar- 
rows with the depth and capacity for 
feed efficiency; the red meated kind 
are usually first under the wire on 
that score. 


Good Spring of Rib 


A look at the rear of the barrow 
gives you a good indication of the meati- 
ness he has inherited. He should have 
natural width between his legs, his ham 
thick and meaty. The back should show 
a full loin with a good spring of fore 
and rear rib. Many barrows look full 
in the loin when actually it is fat that 
will have to be trimmed off on the 
cutting floor. A meaty barrow’s back 
is never wider than his spring of rib. 
Overfat hogs do have a wider back 
than their natural spring of rib. 

Some people are inclined to eval 
uate meatiness by length of body alone. 
A barrow with a side (aitch bone to 
first rib) of 29 to 301% inches at 200- 
230 pounds will usually have the high- 
est percent of lean cuts. It would seem 
that a target of a 30-inch side is most 
desirable today. If a barrow is shorter 
than 29 inches, he is usually carrying too 
much back fat. 

Extreme length of body usually 
tends to sacrifice ham and loin in my 
opinion. The ham should be long, deep 
and cushioned down to the hock. I like 
to see a wide ham when viewed from 
the side because that indicates larger 
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center slices of ham, the most valuable 
cut of the swine carcass. I have yet to 
see a barrow with a light ham yield 
a large loin-eye, although I have seen 
some with good hams yield a disap- 
pointing loin-eye. 

The degree of error in evaluating 
individuals is greatly when 
judging or appraising truck or carloads 


reduced 


of hogs. It is my opinion that some 
meaty barrows in a showring tend to 
be eliminated too quickly because they 
show a little jowl or some other minor 
shortcoming. We must be concious of 
their total monetary value to the proc 
essor. A market hog, in the final analy 
sis, should combine high carcass value 
with yield, plus economy of production, 
superior quality and be the right weight. 
This is fundamental in the showring as 
it is in the buying alley. 


The brood sow’s sole function is 
to raise large litters of quality pigs and

6-7 Well-Spaced Teats 


Large litters are the first essential 
to a profitable pork program. In the 
showring I try to keep this foremost 
in mind when appraising a class of 


gilts or sows. Sows should have at 


least 6 or properly spaced teats on a 
side. Adequate length is essential to 
such an underline. Underlines or udder 
sections that are pendulous are a liabil- 
ity. Body conformation, feet and legs, 
meatiness and quality are standard re- 
quisites that should never be neglected. 

Potential herd boars should be se- 
lected when they weigh 200 to 240 Ibs., 
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or when they are 4 to 6 months of age 
That is the age when you will be sell 
ing the majority of that boar's progeny 
Commercial hogmen are not concerned 
whether the boar will weigh 0 of 
1,000 Ibs. as a mature

hogs. He won his tide on his '56 spring 
farrowing. His 50 gilts farrowed 9.2 
pigs, weaned 8.7 and raised them all to 
a market weight of 215 with an average 
daily gain of 1.03 Ib 

Mr. Keppy’s gilts started to farrow 
the 15th of March and continued over 
a 3-week period. He farrows in the cen- 
tral farrowing house, which he thor- 
oughly cleans and disinfects before- 
hand. He does not use farrowing stalls. 
He marks all the gilts out of poor lit- 
ters, and out of sows that are not good 
mothers. They go 

In 5 to 6 days after farrowing 
Charlie groups 6 sows together—be 
cause 30 sows and their pigs make quite 
a bunch. In 2 weeks he moves them out 
on alfalfa and alsike pasture, into houses 
that hold 6 sows. He pens them up for 
4 to 5 days with little gated yards in 
front of the houses. That way when he 
leaves them all together they go back to 


their own house 


That leaves 20 sows at the central 
farrowing house and he lets them out 
on the feeding floor until the pigs are 
6 weeks old. Then he lets them out 


behind the steers, in a concrete lot. 


Charlie Keppy cross-breeds. Last 
spring's sows were Hamp-York crosses 
and the boars were Poland Chinas, Last 
fall he purchased 2 Certified Hampshire 
boars and they sired the pigs coming

The pigs 
not on pasture get clean sod in their 
pen every few days. He castrates at 4 
weeks, vaccinates for cholera and ery- 
sipelas at 6 to 8 weeks, and weans at 
8 to 9 weeks. 

For the past 6 years Mr. Keppy has 
tried to breed Meat-type hogs, and 
thinks he has succeeded. Leastwise his 
local packer, Oscar Mayer at Daven 
port, who buys on the graded system, 
ran slaughter tests and paid him $1.00 
to $1.25 premium 

Mr. Keppy has 50 sows farrow in 
the spring and 20 in the fall. On New 
Year's Day he had 180 fall pigs, to 
make a total of 614 hogs in 1956. He 
hand-feeds the gilts during gestation a 
ration consisting ot oats, corn and 
Purina Sow & Pig Chow, and good 
green alfalfa hay, salt and mineral.

Balanced Feeding 

You can realize a feeding return of 
about $2 per bushel for corn on a $13 
hog market. I see record after record 
of commercial feeding operations re- 
quiring only 51% bus. of corn and 50 
Ibs. of concentrate or less for each cwt. 
of hog produced. With corn at $1.20 
per bu. and concentrate at $5.00 per 100 
Ibs., that’s $6.60 plus $2.50, or $9.10 per 
cwt. feed cost. 

More and more good hog feeders 
in Illinois and Indiana are grinding 
their grain and mixing with supplement. 



















have produced hogs up to 225 Ibs. on 
4 bus. of corn and 50 Ibs. of concen- 
trate per 100 Ibs. of live hog at a feed 
cost of $7.50 to $7.90 per cwt. by using 
complete mixed feed. A life-cycle feed- 
ing program includes sow concentrate 
for bred and lactating sows, fortified pig 
Starter or pre-starter for suckling-wean- 
ling pigs, and hog concentrate for grow- 
ing-fattening hogs. 

Feed requirements can be lowered. 
At the Staley experimental farm last 
summer, litter-mate pairs of pigs were 
fed out in concrete pens on 2.9 Ibs. of 
feed—mixed concentrate and grain. 
Some pairs of pigs at the Illinois boar- 
testing stations have made their gains 
on as low as 2.8 Ibs. of feed. 


Pamper the Pounds on 

Drs. Catron and Hazel of lowa State 
come up with a good slogan: 
‘Pamper the pounds on hogs.” Many 
hog raisers still miss some of the proven 
management practices. In fact, it is hard 
to find two farms that follow the same 
practices. We can take a lesson from 
broiler growers. Tremendous improve- 


have 


ment in broiler feeding efficiency has 


come about partly through standard 
Management practices—feeder space, 
floor space, watering space, tempera- 


tures, ventilation, disease control. 

Sometimes I feel that we are in an 
age of the “lost art of hog herdsman- 
ship.” We get busy with crops in sum- 
mer, and the hogs are neglected. We get 
busy harvesting corn and forget them 
again. I call the trouble “harvest dis- 
ease” or “cornfielditis.” These are our 
most widespread hog diseases. As Dr. 
Hanson at Minnesota says, “There's 
more room for improvement in hog 
management than in any other phase 
of hog production.” 

One way to prevent trouble is to 
avoid these poor management practices: 

1. Poor nutrition of the parent 
stock causing weak pigs or small litters. 


2. No proper preparation for far- 


rowing. Our biggest loss in pigs occurs 
during the first 3 or 4 days—not being 
ready for the pigs when they are ex- 
pected. Use farrowing crates or modern 
farrowing facilities to save 1 or 2 pigs 
more per litter. 

3. Chilling or overheating. Heated 
floor brooders, heat lamps, and farrow- 
ing crates or modern farrowing pens 
with proper ventilation can prevent 
these problems. 

4. Cold, damp floors and drafts. 
About 25% of the hogs that are lost die 
from pneumonia (please turn to p. 26) 
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Several feeders in the Augusta, IIl., area 
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For the past century, you 


farm editors, Land Grant colleges, 
scientists and organizations have ham- 
mered away at the problems of pro- 
ducing pigs in quantity and marketing 
them at standard weights within a few 
months. You have done a job on pig 
disease, on pig-feeds,’on types, and on 
housing. But you have done precisely 
nothing on the pig’s social status, on the 
false truisms that have grown up around 
him, nor on revision of consumer-con- 
victions. Since you produce pigs for 
profit, development of a realistic long- 
range public relations program for the 
pig is your responsibility. 

Steady now, I’m not going to rec- 
ommend a big, expensive, whoop-te-do 
program of advertising and television 
shows to correct this. A sounder, more 
effective program should begin in your 
own living room and build out from 
there to schools, retailers, consumers. 


Pigs Preceded the Pilgrims 


The pig has, actually, been a citi- 
zen of what is now the USA for 418 
years. He first landed in Florida on 
May 25, 1539, almost a century before 
the Pilgrims. He has played a magni- 
ficent role in our history since then. He 
is still the second largest agricultural 
industry, from a standpoint of producer 
income. He has been a pioneer. He has 
helped to win wars. He has pulled us 
through periods of starvation. He 
marches placidly off to the stockyards 
to become 20 varieties of meat, 50 medi- 
cines and 200 industrial products. 

In return for all this, his name has 
become a household symbol for glut- 
tony and filth and he and his des- 
cendants are slaves to the price of the 
corn crop. But—according to tests made 
at Cornell, the pig is the most intelli- 
gent domestic animal in America— 
brighter than the horse, the dog, the 
cow or even the tabbycat. 

Drop over to your school and find 
out what their attitudes are about pigs 
and pork. Go right to the principal. 
Ask him, or her, what the children are

Market Forecast 


You stockmen are doing 
appreciably better than in early 1956. 
Jan. 15 farm prices for hogs averaged 
$6.40 a cwt, higher than a year previous. 
Both beef cattle and lambs were up 
about $1. Milk and butterfat prices were 
slightly higher. Part of these gains were 
offset by higher feed costs However, 
livestock farmers who grow most of 
their feed, as you probably do, were 
paying higher feed prices to themselves 


Hogs look like especially good 
property in the year ahead. They'll be 
in the mortgage lifting, tax-paying class 
for most producers Hogs are now 
rounding the low phase of a produc 
tion cycle. The low of the marketing 
cycle and the high of the price cycle 
will come in the next 12 months. 

Ihe production tide is turning, 
however The ratio of hog prices to 
feed costs has reached levels that always 
have brought an increase in the next pig 
crop, if feed supplies were plentiful. 
In producing areas, demand for boars, 
bred sows and gilts and stock pigs is 
trong. The proportion of gilts in mar 
ket receipts 1s down 

How great the coming production 
increase will be depends partly on how 
well producers remember the low prices 
of late 1955 and early 1956 from the 
large 1955 pig crop. Also on whether 
there is an effective program to hold 
down the next corn crop. In any case, 
litle of the production increase will 
reach market before early 1958 

Hog prices probably will be in 
their spring dip when you read this 
Marketing of the first of the fall pig 
crop started in early February The 
movement will round the peak sometime 
in March or April, and prices will start 
their early summer rise. It is likely to 
carry them higher than they have been 
thus far in this price cycle. 


Market receipts will continue small- 
er than last year. The fall pig crop, 


Better’n Last Year 


which will provide the bulk of the 
supply for the next 4 or 5 months, was 
down 4%. More sows and gilts will be 
held back for breeding which will 
make a further cut in the market sup- 
ply. In addition, there are about a mil- 
lion less hogs in the coolers and freez- 
ers. The spring pig crop to come to 
market next fall will be down about 2%. 

It will pay to wait for good bulges 
to top out hogs from your fall pig 
crop. Push spring pigs for market as 
early as possible. Buy feeder pigs in 
March and April if you can find any at 
reasonable prices. Always sell at light 
to heavy weights, or in the 200-230 Ib. 
range. Step up your fall pig crop a lit- 
tle if you see an advantage for your- 
self in a larger crop, even if prices are 
somewhat lower a year hence. If you 
need to buy any breeding stock, be sure 
it's Meat-type and, if possible, tested for 
rapid, low-cost weight gains. 


Beef steers and heifers of the 
better grades probably have had most 
of their seasonal price break. They're 
likely to chart a steadier course in the 
next 4 months, but probably will un- 
cover new lows for the season, especially 
for Prime kinds. Prices for intermediate 
grades will tend to move sidewise; low 
grades will extend further their price 
gains since last fall. 

Supplies of feeder cattle will be rela- 
tively large through the months ahead. 
Prices have dropped low enough to 
pinch many finishers, who became more 
cautious as prices declined and margins 
shrank. Replacement purchases at 10 
markets in the last 2 months were 
nearly a third less than a year previous. 
Marketing won't be large enough to 
have much effect on prices for plainer 
grades in the Cornbelt until June. 


Stocker and feeder cattle 
prices are likely to move up moder- 
ately in the next 2 or 3 months.

Cattle that are well along should 
be pushed for early finish. Sell closely on 
any good price bulge. Be cautious about 
carrying over 1,250 Ibs. Keep plain 
stuff headed for the April-May market. 
If you are feeding calves, aim to get 
part of them fat by July or August. Buy 
cattle for grazing early. Wait for bar- 
gains in feeders. Light cattle of high 
quality already carrying considerable 
flesh to be fattened for the early fall 
market may be the best buy. 


Lamb prices are likely to show 
a little strength in the next 2 months. 
Mature sheep prices probably will rise 
until sometime in May. The late winter 
supply of fed lambs may be rather 
heavy. The percentage of lambs saved 
is unusually high. 

‘Topping out fed lambs on all price 
bulges is better than holding for a big- 
ger rise, with risk of a price loss be- 
cause of overweight. Creep feed early 
lambs and head for the late spring 
or early summer market. Prices are 
likely to be better after the fed crop 
and California “springers’’ have gone 
down dressing rails.

Green pasture supplies vitamins, 
minerals, and high quality proteins. 
Ladino clover will pasture 20 growing 
gilts or 15 sows, alfalfa 15 gilts or 9 to 
12 sows, while temporary pasture such 
as rape and oats will run 12 gilts and 
7 to 10 sows per acre. 

Pastures need to be clipped when 
the growth becomes rank and unpala- 
table. Rotate your pasture in order to 
keep hogs on clean ground and to get 
high yields of forage with a saving of 
labor. The following 4-year rotation 
puts pigs on the same ground only once 
every 4 years: Ist year, corn; 2nd year, 
oats, seed with legume; 3rd year, hay, 
and 4th year hog pasture. 

Pigs that get off to a good start 
make faster and more efficient gains. 
Start creep feeding early. Place creep 
feeders in the pen when pigs are about 
a week old. A good creep ration must 
be fresh at all times and very palatable. 

Here are two creep rations, both 
very good: (1) 100# hulled oats; 1# 
bone meal; Yw# antibiotic, and WH 
trace mineralized salt. Or (2) 40# 
ground yellow corn; 40# hulled oats; 
10# soybean oilmeal; 10# dried skim 
milk; “%4# antibiotic; 14 bone meal, 
and 14# trace mineralized salt. 

You can substitute 10# sugar or 
dry molasses for 10# corn or hulled 
oats in either ration to increase palata- 
bility. The sugar can be removed from 
the ration after the pigs start eating the 
creep feed. 


WEAN EARLY 

The most practical time to wean 
pigs is 6 to 8 weeks of age. However, 
thrifty and healthy litters have been 
weaned successfully at 3 weeks of age.

Nickel a Head 
for Promotion 


by Jim Nance 


, National Swine Growers’ Council 


So often when hog prices 
begin to “look up” we begin to “look 
down” on any program aimed at help- 
ing our industry. It would be so much 
better if we prepared for the rainy days 
during the sunny ones. That is the pur- 
pose of your National Swine Growers’ 
Council. 

Other farm groups have done ex- 
cellent work promoting their products. 
They have allowed unit deductions to 
be made at the source of sale. There 
seems to be no doubt but that the live- 
stock farmer would like to have the 
same type of deduction made. Unfor 
tunately, we operate under a Packers & 
Stockyards Act that does not permit this 
type of deduction. This act should be 
amended. 

Livestock farmers should be able to 
authorize deductions on an individual 
basis, at the point of sale, just as the 
cotton, soybean, fruit, vegetable, rice, 
dairy, poultry farmers and others do. 
There is no limit to the good that can 
be accomplished through well financed, 
well administered programs of research 
and education. And, this takes nothing 
from any organization that is now in 
operation. I think our position is well 
explained by the statement of policy 
that was presented by me to the Na 
tional Livestock and Meat Board at 
Omaha on Dec. 3 

(1) Livestock producers asa 
whole are independent operators who 
have no desire for their industry to be- 
come subsidized by the government 
under the controls that would be an es- 
sential part. They want to continue to 
operate on a free market. 

(2) Such a program is not in- 
tended to harm the National Livestock 
& Meat Board in any way, but rather to 
expand its efforts and increase the uti 
lization of the results. 

(3) We feel that the producer is 
the person primarily interested in the 
price he receives for his product. For 
that reason, it is essential that he have 
a right to take a direct part in promo- 
tion designed to expand the market. 

(4) Any contributions are to be 
kept on a voluntary basis, but depend- 
able means of collection are necessary. 

(5) We are anxious to spell out 
in the proposed legislation a program 
that the National Livestock & Meat 
Board feels is desirable for its protec- 
tion and continued operation. 

(6) We intend to ask for permis- 
sive legislation that will give livestock 
producers the right to arrange for col- 
lection of contributions from its own 
industry comparable to the _ practice 
by many other segments of agriculture.

(from page 9) litter at the end of 
a week of age from 8.3 to 11.5. And 
we can cut our pig cost at farrowing 
time by at least 14, and probably in 
half, depending upon the labor required 
and mechanization of silage feeding. 


Hog producers can save from ' to 
| more pig per litter by the proper use 
of farrowing stalls at, and following, 
farrowing time. By saving more pigs 
per sow, you can reduce the number of 
sows kept in the sow herd. The use of 
stalls also enables transplanting of pigs 
from large to small litters. 


At the Iowa Station, we have de- 
veloped a baby pig feeding program, 
based on weaning at from 2 to 3 weeks 
of age. The age at which pigs should 
be weaned depends upon the farmer's 
managerial ability, equipment and facil 
ities. The better these are the earlier 
you can wean. Most producers should 
be weaning not later than 5 weeks 

The lowa Baby Pig Feeding Pro- 
gram, calls for leaving the pigs on 
the sow until they are about 2 weeks 
of age and feeding each pig 5# of a 
highly fortified 20 to 24% protein dry 
pig pre-starter. The pigs are then 
switched over to an 18% starter and fed 
20# of this ration. By the end of this 
feeding period, the pigs should weigh 
between 20 and 25 Ibs. at 5 weeks of 
age. Then we switch to a 16% grower 
and feed 50 to 55# of this ration. By 
the end of this period, the pigs are ap 
proximately 8 weeks old and should be 
weighing between 40 and 50 Ibs. This 
feeding program requires a total of 807% 
of feed per pig, or 1.8 lbs. of feed per 
Ib. of gain. Based on several thousand 
head, we've had less than 5% mortality. 


For baby pigs which have been 
weaned at 10 Ibs. of body weight (2 
weeks of age) we have solid wall par- 
titions and heat lamps. An automatic 
waterer is in the front of the pen. These 
pigs will be fed the 5# of pre-starter, 
followed by 20# of starter. Then they 
take larger equipment, both feeders and 
water founts. These pigs are then fed 
50 to 55# of a 16% grower. By the 
end of this feeding period, they aver- 
aged 50 Ibs. at 8 weeks of age and re 
quired 1.85# of feed per lb. of gain 


A 240-lb. market hog has a stomach 
capacity of 8.5 lbs. or nearly twelve 
times that of the 8-lb. baby pig, which 
has a stomach capacity of 0.70 Ibs. Just 
the size of these two stomachs indicates 
a different type of ration. A baby pig 
needs a more highly fortified, higher 
energy ration. It cannot tolerate the 
fiber levels the older hog can handle. 


Although the specialized rations in 
our baby pig feeding program cost more 
per pound, young baby pigs are very 
efficient feed converters, and therefore, 
the cost per pound of gain is actually 
no more, or may be less. For example: 
a 25 Ib. baby pig will require about 
1144# of feed per lb. of gain; a 50 Ib. 
pig, 2.9# of feed per |b. of gain. By 
the time he has reached 100 Ibs., he 
requires 3.4# of feed per lb. of gain, 
and when he is up around 200 Ibs., he 
requires 4.34% of feed per lb. of gain. 
The 240 Ib. pig is requiring over 5# of 
feed per lb. of gain.

Mr. Hauser feeds a ground feed, 
using his own grains and mineral sup- 
plement.

(Editorials, continued from page 5) that the consumer pays. But there is no 
reason under the sun why the food producer's pay should not have advanced 
fairly too. The grower, the breeder, the feeder—the farmer—is certainly en- 
titled to a parity portion of the increase. But governmental subsidy won't do 
it. Nobody can do it except the farmers themselves, organized for merchandis- 
ing. Oh, yes, every pound of sugar in that market basket paid 2 a cent into 
the Sugar Program's stabilization fund for beet and cane growers. 


BB T LIVESTOCK PRODUCERS ARE Not ASLEEP, THOUGH Not UNANIMOUS 
either. Senate Bill 646 reads something like this: “Be it enacted that the Pack- 

ers and Stockyards Act (1921) is amended by insert- 
Mark-off Bill ing Section 318 (a): Any marketing agency that han- 

dies the sale of any livestotck on a posted market may, 
upon the request of an organization sponsored by the producers, deduct from 
the proceeds of such sale a reasonable and non-discriminatory sum not to ex- 
ceed 10¢ per head for cattle or calves, 5¢ per head for sheep or lambs and 5¢ 
per head for swine. In event the shipper objects to the deduction of such 
amounts from his account of sales, such shipper shall, within 30 days, request 
refunds of amount so deducted; the market agency shall refund the amount to 
that shipper.” But you ask your senator for a copy of the bill, and tell us 
what you think of it. The money will be used for research, pfomotion and ad- 
vertising. The Nat'l Livestock & Meat Board would get more money than it 
collects now.
